Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1962. 


According  to  the  Registrar  General's  estimate  the  population 
figure  remains  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year  -  1961,  As  a 
matter  of  interest,  the  corresponding  past  years'  population 
figures  are  quoted  belov.  It  \dll  be  noticed  that  a  gradual 
decline  in  the  population  figure  commenced  in  1956  v’hen  the  figure 
v?as  2,256.

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  685  vrhile  the  Borough 
Council  O'^.Tns  171  houses. 

The  Rateable  Value  has  increased  by  £183,  and  the  Penny 
Rate  by  £1,  It  is  observed  that  ten  years  ago  the  Rateable 
Value  of  the  Borough  vsas  £13,949  and  the  Penny  Rate  vias  £50. 

The  number  that  vere  born  mthin  the  Borough  has  increased 
by  8,  the  total  figure  being  the  highest  since  1953  vrhen  40 
births  Tore  registered.  Once  again  there  t..ias  no  maternal  or 
infant  mortality.  The  General  Death  Rate  shows  an  increase  of 
8,  more  males  having  died  than  females.  The  main  cause  of  death 
vas  diseases  of  the  heart. 

The  particular  year'  was  exceptional  in  that  it  vaS  free  from 
such  infectious  illnesses  as  measles,  ihooping  cough,  and  other 
childhood  ailments. 

There  is  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  notified  as 
Buffering  from  Tuberculosis,  All  these  persons  are  adults  over 
the  age  of  50,  Impro'’ed  living  and  home  conditions  together  -vdth 
the  protective  quality  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  has  given  a  marked 
protection  to  children  and  young  adults. 


This  is  indeed  progress  to  eliminate  an  illness  that  not  so  long 
ago  vea  a  scourge  \athin  a  community.  Yet  it  is  observed  that 
the  complaint  still  lurks  among  those  more  advanced  in  age.  It 
is  here  that  more  continuous  surveillance  must  be  carried  out  and 
all  those  in  this  particular  age  group  should  avail  themselves 
of  the  diagnostic  and  curative  services  available. 

The  general  standard  of  health  of  the  inhabitants  i-dthin 
the  Borough  is  indeed  satisfactory  and  once  again  appreciation  is 
folt  for  the  excellent  i-ork  and  co-operation  of  the  Geaeral 
Practitioners,  Health  Visitor,  and  District  Nur£?es.

The  Sanitary  Situation  for  1962  is  reported  upon  by 
Public  Health  Inspector,  Personal  and  environmental 
hygiene  in  foodshops  and  catering  establish  raents  is,  on  the 
viiole,  satisfactory,  but  vigilance  is  required  regarding  the 
handling  of  food,  especially  during  the  summer  months  vhen  the 
Borough  attracts  large  numbers  of  visitors.  The  Public  Health 
Inspector  is  to  be  complimented  upon  his  regular  and  satisfactory 
supervision  of  the  above  mentioned  establishments. 

Further  it  is  desirous  to  druT-r  attention  to  his  observations 
on  the  Borough’s  Drainage  and  Sevage  Disposal, 

In  conclusion,  I  v-ould  like  to  thanic  you  Mr.  Mayor,  and 
Members  of  the  Council,  for  your  interest,  and  the  To\ti  Clerk, 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
co-operation  and  guidance,
